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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant traverses the 103(a) rejection of claims 22-25 over Hubbard in view of Akram. Applicant acknowledges that Hubbard's 
deficiency of failing to teach bump and pad and argues that Akram's bond pad 38 that is recessed into the substrate to form a planar 
surface that is flush with the substrate differs from applicant's bond pad that is an element that protrudes some distance from its 
associated substrate; thus forming a contact point for the claimed bump that is likewise spaced some distance from the substrate, fails t 
teach Hubbard's deficiency. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, 
it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the bond pad that is an element that protrudes some distance from its 
associated substrate; thus forming a contact point for the claimed bump that is likewise spaced some distance from the substrate) are 
not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are 
not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant further argues that Hubbard and Akram are improperly combined and the Examiner has failed to provide a legally sufficient 
motivation to make such a combination. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the 
examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the 
claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In 
re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, the reason to combine Hubbard and Akram is for the purpose 
of improving the method for forming a microbump interconnect comprising a substrate with s and low resistance microbumps formed 
thereon using semiconductor circuit fabrication techniques (Akram, column 1, lines 63-67). 
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
